Louis wives, and both of whom 
seem to have sold their Spanish 
"gift" idea to Cordell Hull. 
Those who most ardently op­

are 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Treasury Morgenthau and Secre­ 
tary of the Interior Ickes. 
Mor­ 
genthau, as a director of the Fx- 
port-Im port Bank, is in a strate­ 
gic position to block the ' gift* 
and may do so. 
His fear is that any large loan 
to Franco would rouse American 
public opinion against the more 
worthwhile credits which are now 
in process of negotiation—$160,- 
000,000 to China and $100,000,000 
to 
Argentina, 
The 
Argentine 
credit is considered vital to the 
Good Neighbor policy, while the 
credit to China is to help con­ 
tinue resistance against Japan. 
To “Appease” Franco 
Purpose of the Spanish credit, 
according to the State D epart­ 
ment career boys, is to keep F ran­ 
co out of the war. 
It has leaked 
out, however, that in his talks 
with Ambassador Weddell, Franco 
has refused to give a definite 
pledge to stay out of the w ar, and 
will only go so far as to say th at 
he "docs not foresee war.” 
Real fact is that Franco will 
have to go into the war on the 
side of Germany whenever Hitler 
wants him to, and no advance 
pledge of

worth the paper it is w ritten on. 
Hitler already has about 20,000 
troops stationed in Spain, and one 
reason he has them there is not 
only to keep an eye on Franco, 
but because there is so much po­

Franco faces revolution. 
Spanish jails are crowded with 
political 
prisoners; 
Republican 
sentiment is stronger than ever. 
Meanwhile food is more scarce 
even than during the long Span­ 
ish civil w'ar, one reason being 
the fact that Franco has had to 
send shipments of grain to Ger­ 
many to pay for the a r n i sold 
him by Hitler during the civil 
war. 
Sq now the State Department 
wants the U. S. Treasury to com­ 
pensate Franco for the food pay­ 
ments he has had to send to H it­ 
ler.

AND IT came to pass, as Je- 
was praying in a certain 
place, that when He ceased, one 
of His disciples said unto Him, 
Lord, teach us to pray, even as 
John also taught his disciples.”

While we are praying 
that it will come, we should bi' 
resolving th at w'e will bend all 
our energies to help its arrival.

otologist, one recommended by 
your doctor or your county medi­ 
cal society, and take appropriate 
treatm ents to stop the progress of 
the condition. Many methods and 
special operations have been de­ 
vised which, as we pointed out in 
the article yesterday, will result 
in improvement on at least 60 per 
cent of cases of chronic progres­ 
sive hardening of the middle ear. 
In none of these is it likely that 
complete restoration of hearing 
will 
be 
accomplished and the 
words of Dr. Edmund Price Fow­ 
ler, “There will never be a cure- 
all for deafness” must be taken 
to heart by those in this situation. 
Some get a good deal of relief 
from 
modern 
bone - conduction 
hearing 
aids. 
They 
are 
now 
made small 
and inconspicuous 
with a very small amplifier at­ 
tachment. Their efficiency is in 
directly opposite proportion to 
their smallness, however. 
But 
every deafened person should try 
several hearing aids before de­ 
ciding on the one that is best 
suited for his particular case. 


Chronic Progressive Deafness 


At best, however, in this con­ 
dition of adult life, which I de­ 
scribe 
as 
chronic 
progressive 
deafness (otosclerosis), there will 
be some loss of hearing and the 
individual must adjust himself to 
his own degree of residual hear­ 
ing. The more promptly and real­ 
istically he faces the facts, the 
more energetically he attempts to 
make the adjustments, the more 
certain will be the chances to re­ 
sume a happy and contented way 
of life. Those who hope for too 
much and therefore make no ef­ 
fort to learn the necessary ad­ 
justm ents, and those who sink 
into a lethargy of despair, stand 


equally the chance to lose out in 
the struggle for happiness. This 
is an 
individual 
psychological 
problem and while your doctor 
can help, the real adjustment to 
new conditions must come from 
within. 
There are several books that 
can be recommended for those 
who have determined to overcome 
this handicap. 
Al) have been 
written by one himself or herself 
deafened and, therefore, one who 
understands. If I had to recom­ 
mend one I would choose HOW 
TO HELP YOUR HEARING by 
Louise M. Neuschutz (published 
by Harper & Brothers).

lip reading. You need help in this, 
and most pressing and impera­ 
tive it is to have your own imme­ 
diate family and circle learn to 
cooperate.
